The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The novelty 
of the invention has to do at least in part with the recitation "only at a predetermined 
temperature". This recitation is interpreted to claim no change indicator at a 
temperature below or above the predetermined temperature. Applicant's invention 
overcomes the prior art of record because the liquid crystal indicators of record change 
once predetermined temperature has been reached. The prior art of record does not

limit the change only at a predetermined temperature. Instead any temperature at or 
above the predetermined would cause a visual change in the prior art indicators. 
Applicant's invention is limited to a visual change "only at a predetermined 
temperature".
